Stop Lawlessness. 


C onditions in tían 
Francisco d e ­ 
mand th at th e s tio u g aim of the l a w - 
m ilitary interference if need be—ba 
exerted to put an end to the scenes 
of lawlessness and violence, 
wbicb 
bre being enacted in that city. 
Why 
the crim inal acts which are every day 
being perpetrated in aid of the s trik ­ 
ing carm en ’s cause should be allowed 
to go on is beyond explanation. 
'The 
police force is evident at beart in 
sym pathy with the strikers, and wink 
at the deeds of violence and interfer 
ence witb the operation of the street 
railway system as much as possible. 
They keep up au outward appeaiance 
of peace officers to “ save tbeir face” 
and hold tb eir jobs, but they quietly 
aid the strike s whenever tbey can 
There may be a few exceptions. 
The 
carm en 
openly 
boasted 
th at the 
police were th eir allies in this con 
test; and there is no doubt 
they 
knew whereof they spoke. 
The continuance ot this strife is 
very damaging not only to tían F rau 
cisco, but the entire state. 
I t co d - 
veys the idea 
th at C alitornia is a 
disorderly state—belongs to the “ wild 
and 
wooly 
w est,” 
and 
th at the 
authorities are negligent about the 
enforcem ent 
of 
law 
necessary 
to 
secure peaceful and stable condition. 
Governor G illett is outspoken in d e ­ 
m anding the suppression of violence. 
B ut he is evidently loath to step into 
t i n breach with the state m ilitia, au d 
preserve the peace at all 
hazards. 
Talk is all very well in its place, but 
a man of aotion Is needed m th is 
emergenoy. 
The mob 
scenes have 
been tolera'.ed 
too long. 
Had the 
m ilitia been quartered in tían Fran 
oisco at the atait it would have saved 
a heap of trouble. 
I t would have 
told the unruly elem ent that labor 
organizations cannot defy the law; 
th at vested capital must be protected, 
aud m en—non-union strike breakers 
if you please—are as much entitled 
to earn tb eir living at posts vacated 
by the carmen, as any other class of 
workers. 
The fatal delusion bugged by labor 
union men is th a t fealty to the d ic ta ­ 
tion of their organization is deemed 
of more binding obligation than the 
laws. 
i'tey 
talk 
about 
winning 
strikes by peaceful means only. 
B ut 
th eir acts do not as a rule chim e in 
with their professions. 
The strike 
is 
not 
being 
carried on 
within 
the pale of law, 
and 
Ibis 
fact, 
sifted to its logical conclusion, raeaus 
th at they have no faitfi in peaceful 
methods 
of conducting 
their con ­ 
tests. 
The boycott upon wbich they 
depend so much as a peaceful weapon, 
is as much of a violent resort as the 
flinging of brick-bats at a car, 
or the 
use of dynamite. 
I t is coercion ot the 
vilest Kind, an unlawful conspiracy. 


One of the common evils attending 
th e incorporation of small towns, 
is 
th e danger arising from over-offieious- 
ness, wbicb is usually iu the form 
of 
intetm eddliug with private affairs by 
the city authorities. 
¡Somebody im- 
rgines th at a neighboring property 
holder m ight do better by arranging 
the out-buildings on bis lot in con­ 
form ity with the notions of the ag­ 
grieved neighbor. 
A 
com plaint 
is 
P lured iuto the city officer; au effort 
is made to magnify the m atter into a 
nuisance, 
which the city ought to 
abate to su it the views of the co m ­ 
plainant. 
Too otteu the officers, with 
the object 
of 
m akiog peace, take 
steps 
to effeot 
a re-adjustm eut of 
plans, and thereby too often increase 
the friction, w ithout accomplishing 
any good whatever. 
The tru th is, 
nuisauces of a public character—those 
th at affect the well-being of a num ber 
of citizens, are the only ones that 
call for the interference of the officer. 
A notion that one neighbor is not 
acting according to tbe welfare of 
another neighbor, is a p rirate affair, 
tn 1 should be settled by the parties 
thereto in a civil action. 
The more 
the com m uuity as a whole is dragged 
into such squabbles, the more prn- 
nouuced will become the disatisfac- 
tiou with local government.

The tían Francisco situation is d e ­ 
veloping into a contest betweou the 
opposing forces represented by the 
advocates of “ closed shop” or “ open 
sho p.” Tho boycott sought to be es­ 
tablished by tho labor uuious against 
those who ride on the street cars and 
the m erchants aud tradesm en who sell 
goods to strike-breakers, has tended 
to detiDe the issue 
squarely. 
The 
open shop men were not slow in ta k ­ 
ing up tbe gauntlet to terrorize the 
tradesmen 
by 
the 
w ithdrawal 
of 
patronage by tbe entire union labor 
element. 
It brought the wholesalers, 
bankers aud big contractors into tbe 
Held, and their powerful influence is 
to be exerted to offset tbe boycott 
movement 
of the unions. 
T his 
is 
tbe natural outcome of tbe boycott 
system. 
It out* both ways. 
It. is a 
mistaken notion th at one side can 
resort to it without a reaction. 
The tiu tb seem» to be impressed up. 
ou, tíau Francisco people that the de­ 
mands of organized lubor iu that city 
have reached the 
lim it. 
Property- 
owners are not safe iu rebuilding, 
banks are refusing to loan money for 
rebuilding 
operations, 
contractors 
are tim id 
ifbout m aking cootiacts 
all owiug to the uncertain conditions 
ot the labor market. 
A re adjustm ent 
all along the line is called tor—a re 
adjustm ent th at will afford a guaran 
tee of settled conditions as to wages 
for the next year at least. 
U ntil this 
is accomplished the rebuilding of tbe 
city 
will 
proceed slowly, 
i f tbe 
industrial strife results iu bringiug 
about 
stable 
couditious 
in 
this 
respect, it will he a great gain for 
San Francisco. 


BOOMING ROOSEVELT. 


The 
re-nominatioD 
ot 
Theodore 
Roosevelt is being urged by a large 
and influential following of rep u b li­ 
cans. 
It is argued th a t this would 
not mean a third term in the usual ac­ 
ceptation of that phrase. 
The third- 
term idea is a c a u d id a te fo r three sue 
cessive term s as president. 
Roosevelt 
has bseu a candidate for president 
once. 
He was the candidate tor vice 
president at the election 
ot 
1900, 
when 
McKinley 
was 
elected, aud 
beoamo president on tbe death of Mo 
Kiuley only five m onths alter his in 
auguratiou. 
It ¡3 tru e th a t Roosevelt 
will have served 
nearly 
two 
full 
terms at the close oi bis present term 
ot office, b ut strictly speaking a re­ 
nom ination would really make him a 
presidential candidate of two terms 
Nevertheless, 
all 
the 
prejudices 
against a third term would be appeal­ 
ed to in the event of his re-nom inat­ 
ion. 
It is undeniable th a t thero is id 
the popular mind a strong 
feeing 
against one man occupying the posit­ 
ion of president for three terms in 
succession. 
Whether this 
prejudice 
is based on sound reasoning or not. 
it is deep-noted, and would certainly 
have au effect at 
the ballot 
box. 
Roosevelt is unquestionaiily popular 
with the masses, for the courageous 
stand he has taken to correct abuses 
of the trusts and big financial com ­ 
binations. 
I t must also be admitted 
th at by his course he has awakened 
determ ined opposition on the part of 
heavy m onetary interests. 
Also, 
the 
laboring 
classes, 
especially 
Ibose 
identified with trades unions, are d is­ 
pleased with him on account of his

The Knights 
of Fythias, dressed in uniform, came 
next, followed by other orders in citi­ 
zens altire; the Nativo Sous and 
Daughters; Odd Fellu.ws, and other 
benevolent society swelling tho par­ 
ade to imposing numbers. 
Arriving at the cemetery, impross- 
ive exercises were held under the 
shade of a grove of trees. Dr. E. E. 
Endicott, the president ot the occ.ass 
ion gave an address, appropriate and 
to the point, after music by the band. 
Then followed prayer by the chaplain, 
Kev. E. C. Winning. 
Next came 
singing by the choir, a quartet con­ 
sisting of Mrs Endicott, Miss Saugui- 
netti, U. E. Kay and Wm. FeDry, jr. 
-Judge B. G. Bust was then introduc­ 
ed aud spoke ot the appropriateness 
of the place to hold the exercises, 
within the cuutines of the city of the 
tjoad; of the origin ot memorial dav, 
and the universal observance thereof 
iu every part of the unmn. He re 
terred to the obligation citizens 
owed to tho flag of their common 
country, aud that they should allow 
no other flag to interfere iu any 
manner with their duties as citizeus 
and resideuts of this great nation. 
With more siugiug by the quartet, 
and music by the band, this conolud- 
od tbe literaly exercises. There were 
ut least 500 persons present. Most ot 
those present carried a bouquet ol 
flowers with which to decorate the< 
graves. 
The members of the Knights of 
Fythias wore then conducted through 
the cemetery to decorate the graves.

Frog Hunting. 
Dr. Endicott aud Frank Valvo 
started Monday afternoon on a novel 
hunting expedition. 
Armed with 
small rifles, they went out to hunt 
for frogs iu tho pools of tho upper 
watershed of the north folk of Jack­ 
son creek, above Jackson Gate. This 
is above tbe point where the water 
is polluted by tbe debris from the 
mines. Frogs thrive iu clear water, 
and this stretch is about the only one 
in this neighborhood tbat is clear and 
limpid. The frogs sought after are 
hat are known as the French trog; 
large, full growu ouo will weigh 
nearly half a pound, the smaller ones 
only two or three ounces. 
These 
denizens of the ponds are not 
captivating in appearance, but for 
the epicurean taste they are voted the 
greatest delicacy, aud are therefore 
much sought after, and command a 
high price in the cities. The meat is 
considered far superior to chicken, or 
any other delicacy. 
The catch of 
the afternoon's sport embraciug only 
two or throe hours, was 11 frogs—big 
and little. 
This was considered a 
fair catch 
The commercial value 
of the lot would amount to §5, or so 
from the high-toned restaurants of 
tho large cities, whore such food is 
appreciated. 
Of course the hunters 
u this instance were out after the 
delicacy tor themselves. 
The method of catching them with 
rifles we are not able to explain. 
The object of shooting is not to kill, 
but to cause tbem to rise to the sur­ 
face so as to euablo the hunters to 
catch them alive. 
The raising of these frogs might be 
made a very profitable industry. 
And tbey would no doubt thrive in 
this section. The climate and other 
conditions are favorable for such au 
enterprise. 
Why not start a frog 
farm? There is little expense attach­ 
ed to such a scheuie, aud a big profit 
is held out to the oue who embarks 
therein. 
It is made a tbriv¡ug buSi. 
ness in. France, aud other places iu 
Europe, where the value of the fiesh 
as au article ot food is well recogniz­ 
ed. Frogeries abound iu such coun­ 
tries. 
Why not Amador start a 
trogery?

“The strangest aud most thrilling 
piece of swordsmanship I ever saw,” 
said the fencing master, “was in Ver­ 
mont. I was spending the autumn in 
a mountainous part of the state, and 
there was a military encampment near 
my hotel. One morning an officer’s 
horse started to bolt -with the man 
during parade and made at breakneck 
speed toward a precipice. The offi­ 
cer tried to stop the horse, tried to 
turn his head—no use. On dashed the 
frantic animal straight for the abyss. 
We all held our breaths. In another 
instant we expected to see horse and 
rider go over the cliff. But the officer 
when within fifty feet of the edge 
drew his sword and plunged It twice 
deep into the horse.

Ages In the Animal Kingdom. 
A great variance as to length of life 
appears among different animals. Some 
Insects live for only a few hours, while 
fish, elephants and turtles are fre­ 
quently centenarians. 
The average 
life of the mosquito is three days. 
Toads usually live to the age of about 
fifteen years, while carp have been 
known to reach 150. Chickens live 
from twelve to fifteen years, dogs to 
the age of ten and occasionally fifteen 
and parrots to extreme age. These 
birds have been known to pass the 
age of 200 years. Turtles are also fre­ 
quently centenarians, as are storks, 
and elephants are said to reacli the 
age of 300 years. Whales have been 
known to live for 400 years. 
Chills and Hot Baths. 
ITot water bathing is beneficial in 
counteracting the effect of a chill.

The latter has sent too 
much blood Internally, so risking con­ 
gestion. Heat brings the blood to the 
surface. Heat is not life, but it is 
one of the factors of life. Indeed, dis­ 
solution always occurs when the in­ 
ternal bodily temperature is greatly 
lowered. Heat will not keep a body 
nlive and great heat will kill it. In 
many morbid states of the system, as 
rheumatism, hot baths are of great 
service. Warm bntiis are useless. The 
heat should he as great as can be 
borne without pain.
